Mrs. T. E. Wright reported the refu- 
gee work comprising 341 articles of 
clothing made and 203 donations. 

The Salvage Committees report was 
prepared by Mr. Tench. Further de- 
tails of this will be found in the Presi- 
dent’s report. 

Mrs. Art Hay’s report on blankets 
for Britain gave a total of 42 blankets 
made, 

Behind all this, there is an endless 
amount of sorting, ripping, washing, 
cleaning etc. before these articles 
reach the finished stage .

1942 has been a year full of surprises 
for the Strathiore branch of the Red 
Cross. 

First of all one must explain that 
the Strathmore Branch consists of 
many groups. At the beginnng of 
1942 there were Strathmore, Cheadle, 
Lyalta, and Nightingale. Then a group 
from Berta Vale and Serviceberry 
came forward enthusiastically to offer 
their help. One day a strange voice 
called over the phone and it was Mrs. 
Laycraft to say a number of ladies 
were banding themselves together at 
Hervey to do Red Cross work. So 
now the Branch embraces six groups.

W. Chase, pioneer, active and helpfu! 
residents of Strathmore reach the 
Fiftieth Anniversary of their wedding. 

Coming to Strathmore in the very 
early days, they have shared in large 
measure with the town’s early devel- 
opment, 

While there are several residents 
who can recall the first early steps in 
the march towards the standard at- 
tained in Strathmore’s most sucessful 
days to many more residents of the 
present, the early history is quite un- 
known. Believing this history would 
be of much interest the Standard ask- 
ed Mrs. Leo McKenzie to write the fol- 
lowing informative story of our town’s 
development,

Chase and their family for many more

Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Chase were 
married on January 18th., 1893 in Ad- 
rian, Michigan, U. S. A. They began 
their married life in that city where 
Mr. Chase was employed as ornament- 
al man for the Page Wire Fence Co. 
Both were members of the Indepen- 
dent Order of Foresters and Mr. Chase 
a member of the Knights of the Golden 
Eagle. In 1900 they moved to their 
farm, 14 miles from Adrian where they 
continued farming until February 1907. 
In that year they sold out and came 
west to make their home in the new 
country. 

In March 1907, Mr. Chase bought 
land at Strathmore, where Radio Sta- 
tion now stands, also lots in the village 
where he erected Strathmore’s first 
dwelling house, where Mr. Bower and 
family now reside. Mr. Chase was a 
member of the local U. F. A. He was 
Strathmore’s first insurance agent, be- 
ginning in the summer of 1907. In 
1909 he opened a_ wire business with 
fencing supplies. In 1911 he built his 
store, adding Hardware specialties 
and an Undertaking Establishment. 
He is one of the oldest Funeral Direct- 
ors in the Province and was a member 
of the first Funeral Directors and Em- 
balmers Association formed in Alberta 
The Chase Funeral Home still serves 
the public today, but in a different lo- 
cation. The Store first built has been 
remodeled by Anson Chase into two 
modern suites and he and his wife re- 
side in one of them. 

Among other early activities Mr. 


Chase arranged to get the first piece 
of wagon road built out of Strathmore 
and also with the late Mr. Kearney of 
Olds, canvassed the country from the 
Bow River to the Rosebud river to get 
signers for telephones. He was_ in- 
strumental in obtaining land from the 
C. P. R. for a cemetery site and with 
the late E. W. R. Lambert and F., T. 
McElhose formed the Strathmore Cem- 
etery Co. of which he was Secretary 
Treasurer until 1920. He has served 
on the School Board, Board of Health, 
and Poard of Trade. 

Both Mr. and Mrs, Chase were act- 
ive workers for the Presbyterian 
Church here until its close and later 
Mr. Chase was on the vestry of the 
Anglican Church and Mrs. Chase was 
a member of the Guild. 


Due to failing health they have been 
forced to give up most activities in the 
last number of years. They have two 
children, Anson F. Chase and Mrs. Leo 
McKenzie, both of Strathmore.

Strathmore in its earliest days was 
lonely looking indeed with only a box 
car for a depot bside the section house 
and car roofed shack where the King 
Edward Hotel now stands. Mr. and 
Mrs. George Lloyd lived there and 
supplied the village with general store, 
post office and hotel. They later 
built the present hotel. Where Percy 
Wright’s barn is now was then the 
shop of Mr. W. S. Bush, a Contractor. 
Mr. Herb Harmer is the only one still 
remaining in Strathmore who was here 
at the time of Mr. Chases’ arrival. 
Some of those who arrived within the 
next few months were: H. B. Seymour 
Charles Seymour, George North, J. 
North and Charles North, Dave Evans 
W. Tucker, F. O. Boorts, and Percy 
Owen. 

William and Harold Risdon arrived 
in 1910 and settled in the district. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lambert and family 
who came in August 1907, built a drug 
store on first street. Mr. and Mrs, 
Cecil Lambert have just recently 
moved from that original site. 

In April of that year, Mr. and Mrs. R 
Barr arrived to build their home. He 
was a contractor and she soon became 
Nurse Barr to all, giving welcome ser- 
vice to those in need, in village and 
country alike. Dr. Girvin came in 1908 
to greatly relieve the situation and he 
too suffered many hardships to serve 
in those trying days.

Mr. A. L. Black also arrived that 
year and was kept busy with so much 
building then underway. Mrs. Black 
served as Strathmore’s first post mis- 
tress coming in July 1907. 

The Maple Leaf Hotel was that year 
built on the corner of 2nd. Ave. and 
8rd. Street, also the Duff Block. which 
is now the Strathmore Hotel, housed 
several places of business one of which 
was T. E. Wright’s Men’s Wear. Mr. 
R. McCann built the first Meat Market 
the building now occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs, Cassidy. Mr. W. E. Brown built 
a Hardware store on Main Street, this 
later becoming the Refrigeration Plant 
A blacksmith shop was also started on 
main street by Mr. Roy Smith, known 
to all as “Smithy.” 

The residence of Mr. D. MacMurray 
was then the headquarters of the C. P. 
I. D. They had a number of camps 
working out of the willage. Strath- 
more’s first school was opened in Jan. 
1908 with Miss Edith McKeen (now 
Mrs. J. Martin) as teacher. The Union 
Bank opened a_ branch here with the 
late Mr. J. Van Tighem as manager. 
Churches were built, and things grew 
rapidly those first few years and life 
took on a more comfortable mode of 
living. 

There were many who came in those 
early years and did their bit to make 
Strathmore a more pleasant place in 
which to live. Some have moved on 
to other places and some have made 
the final journey to the great beyond. 

Never to be forgotten are the old 
ranchers of this country who were the 
real pioneers. They gave many a 
friendly tip to the settlers from other 
lands, and welcomed all who chanced 
to come their way to their homes. 
Some of those nearest Strathmore 
were: Captain Gordon, A. McLean, 
W. Frederick, J. Harwood, Z. Grim- 
shaw, Mr. Nicholl, R. McCann, Mr. 
Shouldice, Dan and Jack McDonald, 
H. Groves, O. Moorhouse, Mr. Hartell, 
F. McKenzie, T. Kildea, W. J. Miller, 
W. Freeman, Steve and Tom Cham- 
berlain, 

There were only trails to travel by 
which took a direct route from place 
to place as there were no fences in 
the country except the railroad fence. 
Nor was there a tree to be seen for 
miles and miles, but today the citi- 
zens of Strathmore are justly proud 
of its beautiful trees.

The high state of morale 
expressel would delight any true 
man’s heart as it did mine.

Although production of Alberta oil 
was reported declining at the year’s 
end, official figures published for the 
first ten months of 1942 indicate that 
all previous production records have 
been broken, with output at 10,478,354 
barrels up to October 31. For the past 
seven years production records have 
been broken yearly, and 1942 brought 
the highest output in 30 years.

1943 OBJECTIVES AND 
FARM LABOUR 


No doubt prairie farmers resolved, 
on January Ist, to meet the farm 
production objectives made eh 
by the government a few weeks ago 
Some of the increases for 1943 ov er 
1942 are: oats, 12%; barley 11%; 
flax, 68% alfalfa, 17% oh: cattle, 9%} 
hogs, 28% ; sheep, 12%; eggs, 29% 


creamery butter, 15%; powdered 
milk, 41% (decreased condensed 
milk, 2 27%). 


In 1942, farmers responded nobly 
to demands for food products. Can 
they meet the 1943 requirements? 
That they will try, no one doubts. 

Certainly the increases in food 
products outlined above are urgently 
needed; but let us not be overe- 
optimistic. Last year, pastures and 
feed crops were abundant as never 
before. Last year, besides supplying 
enormous quantities of food, the 
prairie farmers released thousands of 
their numbers, including many of 
their ablest men, to the armed 
forces, and to war industries in 
cities. Next year may be dry, and 
next year farm labour will be far 
more scarce. 

It is useless simply to hide our 
heads in the sand or to look for 
miracles. Failure to meet the 1943 
production objectives might be ex- 
tremely serious, but is the probable 
outcome if a definite plan to mect 
farm labour problems is not under- 
taken very soon. Either the supply 

of farm workers must be increased 
or the workers must be redistributed 
in some way so that farmers are not 
obliged to reduce cattle, dairy cows, 
hogs and poultry 

At present it Pica as though the 
problem’ is just dumped in the 
farmer’s lap. Farmers are entitled 
to expect government guidance and 
to expect it soon.

CANADIAN WAR SERVICES IN 
ENGLAND 


——

o——— 
The Canadian Government has tak: 


en over the financing of a.l the war 
services with the exception of the Red 
Cross which the international conven 
tion stipulates must be entirely free 
ot government control. This step has 
relieved the country from a multiplic 
ity of campaigns for funds, but it hag 
also taken some of the personal con 
tact which the public previously had 
with these services. 

They are, however, a very important 
prt of the soldiers life when away 
from home, and they formed an inter. 
esting part of the Canadian Editors’ 
investigations while in England. 

Each one of them makes a special 
effort to minister to the needs of the 
man on active service when travelling 
or on leave. They provide many ser: 
vices to men who are wisiting London, 
and we were shown over some of the 


places where these services are provi: | 


ded. 
The first one we visited was a Can 


adian Legion Hostel, which is located | 


in a building orginally constructed for 


a girls’ club but which had never been 


used before being taken over by the 
Canadian Legion. This Hostel, one of 
many operated by the Canadian Le- 
gion, is able to accommodate 1,500 men 
and facilities are provided for them to 
wash and iron their clothes while 
there without cost. Bed and _ break- 
fast costs three shillings, and this is 
bout the average price at many hostels 
operated by the various services. 

We next called at a Salvation Army 
Hostel which is located in a former 
hotel, and which has 358 beds. Among 
the names on the register at this 
hostel were Cpl. M. E. Carr, New 
Liskeard, Ont., L. B. Mullin. Pembroke 
and H. Soveriegn, Waterford, Ont. 

The Salvation Army, or Sally Ann, 
as it is frequently called, has a very 
special place in the hearts of the 
troops we were told. When we asked 
why, our informant could not give any 
special reason, except that they al- 
ways seemed to be there when needed. 

The Leinster Club was the hostel op- 
erated by the Y.M. C. A. which we 
visited and this also is in what was 
formerly a residential hotel. We were 
shown through by Captain W. J. G. 
MacDairmid, and Captain McMurtrio, 
a brother of Dr. McMurtrie of Mont- 
real. Mr. and Mrs. George, who own 
the building, manage the club for the 
Y. M.C. A. Fifty-five cents is the 
charge for bed and breakfast. 


Otis feature of this club is a huge 
memorial covering the wall of a long 
hall on which is inscribed the name otf 
every one who has ever been awarded 
the Victoria. There are many other 
memorials, one of which bears the in- 
triguing words “In gratitude fora 
scrap of comfort.” 

The Union Jack was erected by pub 
lic subscription as a National Memor- 
ial to sailors, soldiers and marines who 
have died in the service of thei! 
country. Its object was to provide a 
club-house including bed rooms, fo1 
the use and benefit of those serving on 
the active list below commissioned 
rank. i 
Each editor was given a copy cf the 
club calendar, a book of 112 pages 
listing important events of history, a 
guide to the chief places of interest 
lists of churches, hospitals, theatres 
etc., and much useful information in- 
cluding a map of the London Under- 
gound Railways, the whole forming a 
valuable pocket book of information. 

Another club visited was the Beaver 
Club which is probably visited by more 
Canadians than any other. The build 
ing suffered some damage in a raid 
but repairs were almost completed 
when we were there. 

Not far from the Beaver Club is the 
Canadian Officers Club which receives 
a great deal of help from Mrs. Vincent 
Massey, the wife of Canada’s High 
Commissioner, and we found her busy 
serving soup there when we visited the 
club. Here we met P-O E. L. Stovill, 
of Timmins and P-O J. R. Mowbray. of 
Oshawa, who were expecting to go to 
the Near East after we were there. 

Names noticed on the register in- 
cluded Captain R. W. G. Hughes, of 
Owen Sound, P-O W. B. Fee, of Swift 
Current, Lieut. C. G. Goff of Sher. 
brooke, F-O M. F. Ward, of Kentville, 
N. S., and Captain Larry Audray, of 
Winnipeg. 

Excellent meals at low prices are 
served in all these places, and the hos 
tels also have very nice rooms. The 
men on leave can find in them accom- 
modation equal if not superior to most 
of the hotels at a great saving in cost 
The way that these services are appre- 
ciated is shown by the way that these 
clubs and hostels are crowded all the 
time. 

There was one criticism which we 
herd and that is that Canadians are 
unable to buy Canadian cigarettes 
over there. The N. A. A. F. I. canteens 
which serve the camps carry only 
English cigarettes which do not seem 
to be popular with the Canadians. The 
complaint is that while American 


Still another former hotel, which is|®0ldiers can buy American cigarettes 


now operated by the Knights of Colum- 
bus. was the next hostel to be visited, 
and here Captain H. McDonald, of Ed- 
monton escorted the editors through 
the building. One of the features of 
this hostel is the fine food canteen. It 
is the fourth hostel in London operat- 
ed by the K. of C. and a fifth was go0- 
ing to be opened in September, so we 
were informed. 

The Maple Leaf Club, operated by 
the Canadian Red Cross was another 
hostel visited and here some names on 
the register included Sam Sauvageau, 
Shawinigan alls, Que., and Cpl. A. D, 
Taylor, of Huntingdon, Que. 

The Union Jack Club is unlike the 
other clubs we visited in that itis a 
permanent service mens’ club having 
been first opened in 1907, and operated 
continuously ever since, and it is for 
all service men of the entire Empire. 
It is the largest one that we saw and 
has been visited by over one hundred 
thousand Canadian soldiers since the 
outbreak of the war. It has many 
recreation rooms not found in the 
other clubs and meals are served there 
at all hours of the day and night. 


in their regimental canteens to the 
extent of one carton a week Canadians 
can only buy English cigarettes in the 
N. A. A. F. I, canteens, 

The Canadians however profit by 
the better arrangement for sending 
Canadian cigarettes overseas at a 
much better price than prevails in 
other countries, and if the sale of Can- 
adian cigarettes in the cartons would 
stop the sending of cigarettes at the 
300 for one dollar price, they would 
probably prefer to keep the status quo. 

The larger camps are given wonder- 
ful entertainment by the N. A. A. F. L. 
which bring troops of London stars to 
the camp theatres. As a sample of 
those shows we were taken to the EN- 
SA theatre at Aldershot. Admission, 
was limited to men in uniform, and 
the show was an exceptionally high 
class and clever review. Thousands 
attend these theatres each week. 

All these services do their part in 
keeping the Canadian troops in Excel- 
lent spirits,

THE WARTIME+PRIGES: AND TRADE BOARD 


INTERNATIONAL 
WHEAT AGREEMENT 


——=—Qa ee 

One of the most significant events 
of the year 1942 was the acceptance of 
a tentative plan for an international 
wheat agreement by the four principal 
wheat exporting countries of the world 
Argentine, Aurtralia, Canada and the 
United States, Great Britain, the 
largest wheat importing nation, associ- 
ated itself with the agreement, which 
will come into effect when the war 
ends, 


The basis of the wheat agreement is 
similar to that of the Atlantic Charter. 
Its purpose is to increase world trade 
in wheat, which implies a lessening of 
restrictions in world trade in general. 
Provision is made that, in considera- 
tion of the lowering or eliminating of 
restrictions to the importation of 


wheat on the part of wheat importing 
nations, the wheat exporting nations 
will make possible increased purchas- 
es by lowering their customs and their 
barriers to the importation of goods 
economically produced in the wheat 
importing countries, 

In order to prevent a wild scramble 
among the exporting nations for the 
available market, it is provided that an 
agreed share of the world market be 
allotted to each of the four large ex- 
porting countries. Suppose that the 
council estimates in August, 1944, that 
the total volume of international trade 
in wheat and flour in the 1944-45 crop 
year will be 700 million bushels, and 
suppose that the export quotas and al- 
lowances for wheat exporting nations, 
other than the “Big Four,” aggregate 
100 million bushels, then the basic ex- 
port quotas of the “Big Four” would be 


as follows: 
Argentine --__ 125,000,000 bushels 
Australia --.___ 95,000,000 bushels 
Canada --_-._ 200,000,000 bushels 
United States ________ 80,000,000

Due to the energy 
and enthusiasm of the canvassers in 
this vicinity Strathmore went over by 
nearly $300, Again a surprise, Sev- 
enty-five per cent goes to the Central 
Red Cross and is mainly for the Pris- 
oners of war parcels. The remaining 
25 per cent augments the funds of the 
branch. Let us see to it that when the 
big ‘Drive’ is on again in March we 
respond with all our hearts and souls 
and purses!
